The people concerned ‘were Herr 
Licbski, Here Apfelstact, and Frau- 
Join Wagner, all of whom lived In 
Glasgow, They were known to the 
authorities in London to be notori- 
ously active “members of the Naal 
party, und a day or two befoto the 
war It was considered by the authorl- 
tles that It was necessary in the 
public Interests that they should be 
placed under detention. It was not 
then known, that. there was any 
claim that these three people were 
consular oMfclals, The Foreign Of- 
fice had not been notified that they 
had consular stutus, 

The authoritics therefore’ decided 
to take measures under the Allens 
Order, which enables the Home 
Sceretary to {ssuc a ‘deportation 
order against any alien If it is con- 
sidered desirable, The three people 
were taken to a remand prison, 
where they were treated as remand 
prisoners—that is, as prisoners 
awaiting trial, The German wire- 
less alleged that while they svere in 
this prison they were subjected to 
Indignities, and had to wear prison 
clothing and work Ike convicts. 

Theso allegations, it was stated 
yesterday, were nbsolutely untrue. 
The three persons’ were, in fact, 
given every possible consideration. 
Germany made representations to 
the effect that they possessed con- 
sular status of some kind. The For- 
elgn OMce looked into the matter, 


and, although the German contention |. 


was never accepted, the three Ger- 
mans were released from prison. All 
three, it fs understood, have now re~ 
turned lo Germany.

Watch Football In 
Spare Time

WITH THE B.E.F, IN FRANCE 
English women are_ rare in’ the 

fighting zone of the Britlsh Army, 
but to-day I found seven standing 
in a row cheering o football mate 
The corporals were playing the ser- 
xeants, and the match was even and 
Nercely contested, 


Around the pasture behind — the 
little French village stood a seatter- 
ing, of soldiers and .oMicers, chiefly 
RAM.C, men: from the casualty 
clearing, station which has just been 
set up partly under canvas and

The afternoon was fine but cold, 

The seven women, ali, they told 
from London nursing homes, 
were the nurses attached to the 
hospital, and as they stood there in 
their trim grey uniforms they were 
entirely unconsclous of the fact that 
theirs was the privilege of being the 
Endlishwonien nearest the fichting 
ne. 


Later we walked down the muddy 
lane together and they showed me 
the Ilttle chateau where they oll live 
under the' supervision of a matron, 
a veteran of the last war. .

Fire Traps 

NOTHING more disappointing 
has occurred in recent years in 
Legislative Council than the 
eloquent ‘silence at last week's 
meeting concerning the: Shang- 
hai Street fire ‘tragedy. , Pre- 
sumably the loss of more than 
two score lives, caused by tho 
destruction of tenement fire 
traps, is not to be regarded as 
anything more than an affair 
between tenants and landlords, 
To this view we cannot sub- 
scribe. This is just ag urgent a 
matter of public concern as any 
departmental ___campaign___ for 
saving lives from cholera or 
smiall-pox. : 

There might be some excuse 
for apathy if the public could 
reasonably hope that the Yau- 
muti disaster ig unlikely +o 
occur again; but these gruesome 
events have too often happened 
in the past to permit such. ao 
mollifying hope. The, plain 
truth is that while buildings of 
the Shanghai Street type are 
permitted to exist—even per- 
mitted to.be constructed anew— 
there will ‘be'in Hongkong an 
ever-present danger of disaster, 
if the death toll was 46 last 
week, it is but one chapter of 
human sacrifice in a lost list of 
such tragedics which have be- 
come part and parce) of our 
history. 

The conscience-salving theory 
that "life ig cheap” can be 
acceptable to no one, whatever 
stratum of society be affected. 
Government has openly confess- 
ed the necessity: of a vast im- 
provement in housing conditions

The Bri- 
tish, who' were strengthening — their 
newly occupied positions, heard the 
approaching patrol and telephoned to 
the artillery posts. As the artillery 
opencd fire the Germans disappenr- 
ed.

In British Prison | 


Allegations made by the German 
radio that certain Nazis who, It was 
cinimed, were consular officials, had 
been ‘il-treated in a Scottish prison 
cump, were refuted and deserlbed as 
“absolutely untrue” in official quar- 
ters in London recently. ¢ 

The people concerned were Herr 
Liebski, Herr Apfelstact; and Frau- 
Iein Wagner, all of whom lived In 
Glasgow. They were known to the 
authorities In London to be notorl~ 
ously active members of the Nazi 
party, and a day or two before the 
war it was considered by the nuthorl- 
tles that it was necessary in the 
publle Interests that they should be 
placed under detention, It wns not 
then known that there was any 
clan that ‘these three people were 
consular oMcinls, The Forelyn Of- 
flee had not been notified that they 
had consular status, 

The authoritics therefore decided 
to tuke measures under the Allens 
Order, which cnabies the Home 
Scerctary to Issue a deportation 
order against any alien if It 1s con- 
aldered desirable. The three people 
were taken to a remand prison, 
whero they. were treated as remand 
prisoners—that {s, ns prisoners 
awaiting trial. The German wire- 
less alleged that while they were in 
this prison they were subjected to 
indiimities, and had to wear prison 
clothing and work lke convicts, 

These allegations, it was stated 
yesterday, were absolutely untrue. 
The three persons were, in fact, 
given every possible consideration. 
Germany made: representations to 
the effect that they possessed con- 
sular status of some kind. The For- 
el”n Oflce looked’ into the matter, 
and, although the German contention 
was never accepted, the three Ger- 
mans were released from prison. All 
three, It is understood, have naw re- 
turned to Germany,

' NOTHING more disappointing 

has occurred in recent years in 
Legislative Council than the 
eloquent silence at last week's 
meeting concerning the Shang- 
hai ‘Street fire tragedy.

The plain 
truth is that while buildings of 
the Shanghai Street type are 
permitted to exist—even per- 
mitted ‘to be constructed anew— 
thera will be in Hongkong .an 
ever-present danger of disaster.

The catas- 
trophe which I had striven 
so hard to prevent had come 
upon us, thanks to Hitler’s 
unbridled ambition, and there 
was nothing left for us to do 
but to set our tecth and, with 
our friends and Allies, to put a 
stop to this policy. of domination 
which had so long disturbed ‘the 
peace of Burope. ‘I had always 
hoped that it would nevdr fall 
to my lot to have to make that 
decision, but when the time came 
I did not and could not hesitate 
to take it, for I knew that the

Dworecki, known among his friends 
as “Iron Mike," lost his nerve and 
alternated between sobs und cold 
silence as he heard the story built up 
against him. 

As the prosecutor. made his final 
address demanding the death penolty,

prayed, ‘'Plense help me, God.”

' NOTHING more disappointing 

has occurred in recent years in 
Legislative Council than the 
eloquent silence at last week's 
meeting concerning the Shang- 
hai Street fire tragedy. Pre- 
sumably the loss of more than 
two score lives, caused by the 
destruction of | tenement fire 
traps, is not to be regarded as 
anything more than -an_ affair 
between tenants and landlords. 
To this vicw we cannot sub- 
scribe. This is just as urgent a 
matter of public concern as any 
departmental campaign for 
saving ~~lives-from cholera or" 
small-pox. 

There might be some excuse 
for apathy if the public could 
reasonably hope that the Yau- 
mati disdster ig unlikely’ to 
occur again; but these gruesome 
events have too often happened 
in the past to permit such a 
mollifying hope. The 
truth is that while buildings of 
the Shanghai Street type are 
permitted to exist—even per- 
mitted to be constructed anew— 
there will be in Hongkong an 
ever-present danger of disaster. 
If the death toll was 46 last 
week, it is but one chapter of 
human sacrifice in a lost lst of 
such tragedies which have be- 
come part and parcel of our 
history. ere
